THE  AMERICAN   WOMAN    IN   FACT  AND   FICTION 

The  American  Woman  has  arrived.  Beginning  on  Wednesday,  November  12,  and  continuing 
for  fourteen  consecutive  weeks  (with  rebroadcasts  each  Monday  at  3:45  p.m.)  Virginia  Maynard's 
long-awaited  series.  "The  American  Woman  in  Fact  and  Fiction"  will  be  heard.  This  presentation 
represents  many  months  of  concentrated  production  effort,  much  of  it  between  the  hours  of  11 
p.m.  and  4  a.m.  when  concentration  at  KPFA  is  likely  to  be  possible.  But  months  of  writing  and 
research  preceded  the  actual  recording,  research  that  noticeably  depleted  the  "HQ"  and  "JK" 
sections  of  the  University  of  California  library  where  volumes  having  reference  to  American 
women  are  kept. 

What  the  listener  can  expect  is  a  chronological  account,  through  the  use  of  dramatic  excerpts 
from  life  and  literature,  of  the  changing  status  of  the  American  woman  from  colonial  times  to  the 
present.  Many  will  remember  the  pilot  program  for  the  series,  including  a  radio  adaptation  of 
Nathaniel  Hawthorne's  Scarlet  Letter,  which  won  KPFA  a  $7,000  production  grant-in-aid  from  the 
Educational  Television  and  Radio  Center  in  Ann  Arbor.  Successive  programs  include  dramatic 
presentations  of  incidents  from  the  lives  of  such  historical  figures  as  Anne  Hutchinson,  Lucretia 
Mott,  Margaret  Fuller,  Susan  B.  Anthony  and  Sojourner  Truth,  the  great  negro  abolitionist 
orator;  and  dramatized  scenes  from  literature,  including  works  by  Benjamin  Franklin,  Mark  Twain, 
William  Dean  Howells,  Mary  Wilkins  Freeman,  Susan  Glaspell  and  Sinclair  Lewis.  Actors  for  the 
dramatic  productions  were  obtained  from  Bay  Area  little  theater  groups.  Narration,  delivered 
by  Chuck  Levy,  links  the  various  sections  of  each  program.  As  a  series  finale,  writer  Mark 
Schorer,  political  scientist  Peter  Odegard,  writer  Miriam  Allen  deFord,  psychiatrist  Anna  Maenchen 
and  anthropologist  Ethel  Albert  are  heard  in  an  hour-long  panel  discussion  which  runs  the  gamut 
from  the  contemporary  American  woman  to  the  present-day  American  male. 

The  series,  written  and  directed  by  Virginia  Maynard  and  produced  by  Miss  Maynard  and 
Chuck  Levy,  engineered  by  David  Talcott,  is  now  being  distributed  throughout  the  country  by  the 
National  Association  of  Educational  Broadcasters.  Here's  to  an  enjoyable  (and  we  hope  enlighten- 
ing) fourteen  weeks  with  The  American  Woman. 


WHAT  IS  A  FOLK  SONG?  An  informal  conference  on  the  nature  of  folk-music  pro- 
gramming at  KPFA  will  be  held  on  Saturday,  November  15  at  2:30.  All  devotees  and 
theorists  invited.  Written  comments  received  in  advance  of  this  meeting,  from  those  planning 
or  non-planning  to  attend,  will  be  most  welcome.
